-cauregard Junior High School from about 1952-55 and Warren 
Easton High School 1955-59 and 1960 - 61 . He has resided' 
at 64^ VlcKSburg since 1947. He entered the Civil Air 
Patrol In July, 1955 and was active In It until July, 1959 
when he went Into the Air Force. He was affiliated with 
tne Hew Orleans Airport Unit of the Civil Air Patrol which 
cooperated closely with the Molsant Unit froa 1957 on. 

Mr. THOMPSON said that after the assassination 
of the President, he saw OSWALD'S picture in the paper and 
on television.
